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Pan American, Dutch Airliner Collide 
Canary Islands Scene Of Worst Air Disaster

airliner 
plowed into a Pan American Jumbo 
jet jammed with American tourists on 
a foggy runway in the Canary islands 
Sunday and 
the 
two 
Boeing 
747s 
erupted in flames. 
Officials said at least 575 persons 
were killed in the worst disaster in 
aviation history. 
A U.S. Embassy spokesman said he 
understood a total of 599 were dead or 
missing, but a Pan Am spokesman 
said in Madrid the number of known 
dead was 575. 
There were a reported 655 persons 
aboard the two planes. In Amsterdam, 
ELM Royal Dutch Airlines said all 235 
passengers on board its airliner — 
most of them Dutch — and the crew of 
14 were killed. 


A tour official was aboard the Pan 
Am 747 and survived when the craft 
was struck broadside by the Dutch 
plane, said it carried 381 passengers 
and a crew of 25. 
Early this morning officials said 68 
survivors had been rushed to local 
hospitals. 
There was little left of the two 
planes. The ELM jet, after plowing 
through the Pan Am plane, continued 
for about 
200 yards, s h e d d i n g 
wreckage. The two wrecks were just a 
mass of twisted, charred metal. The 
biggest parts still in one piece were 
the engines and part of the fuselage of 
the Pan Am plane. 
The runway was badly damaged, its 
asphalt surface partly burned off. The

wreckage and firemen were beginning 


to clean up, but airport authorities 
said it would be many hours before 
the airport could be reopened. 
Spanish Air Minister Gen. Carlos 
Franco 
arrived 
at the 
scene 
by 
helicopter.

conference in the early afternoon at 
which he was expected to give exact 
figures on the number of persons 
aboard 
the planes, the 
dead 
and 
injured and to release the names of 
survivors. 
An eight-man U.S. team sent to 
Santa Cruz had to get there by ferry 
because 
the 
dense 
fog 
would 
not 
permit helicopter travel. 
They 
flew to Las Palmas on the 
neighboring island of Grand Canaria 
aboard 
a plane of the 
joint 
U.S. 
military advising team in Spain. The 
eight included two consular officers, a 


press attache, a medic from Torrejon 
airbase, a counselor of administration 
and secretaries. 
Their job is to help in the disposition 
and identification of the dead and the 
evacuation of survivors, an embassy 
spokesman said. 


Bodies were taken to a makeshift 
shift morgue in the Laguna cemetery 
where they can be claimed by U.S. 
and Dutch consular representatives. 


The worst previous tragedy was the 
crash of a Turkish DC10 near Paris 
March 3, 1974, that killed 346people. 
A Panam spokesman said its plane 
was taxiing toward its takeoff point 
when it crossed a runway and was hit 
by the ELM airliner 


“The pilot was about to make a 
turn,’’ said Panam 
passenger Jim 
Naik, of Cuperton, Calif. “There was a 
big 
impact. 
Everything 
s t a r t e d 
exploding and crumbling down. Within 


five minutes, the whole plane was in 
ashes.” 
Naik, 37, said he was thrown from 
the airliner, but went back to look for 
his wife. 
“ I was struggling to get my wife 
Elsie out with me but she is in the 
emergency room here now and is hurt 
very 
badly,” said Naik, who was 
interviewed by telephone at a hospital. 


“It was like in a movie. The plane 
went up completely in flames.” 
Airport sources said the captain of 
the Panam airliner was among the 
survivors 
but 
did 
not 
release his 
name. 


The two planes — on charter flights 
— were originally scheduled to land at 
Las Palmas airport, 65 miles away, 
but had been diverted to Santa Cruz 
because of a bomb explosion at Las 
Palmas believed to be the work of a 
Canary Islands separatist movement. 


Both airliners were preparing to 
leave for the reopened Las Palmas 
airport when the crash occurred at 
about 4:40 p.m. (11:40 a m. EST). The 
airport was immediately closed to all 
flights.

The National W eather Service said rivers and streams 
in the southwestern corner of Indiana w ere near bankful 
in many places and had caused “significant flooding of 
low lying areas.” 
“Some of the highways near these stream s and rivers 
may be temporarily under water as the rains continue 
to fall,” the NWS said. “Streets and sidewalks in local 
communities are likely to have standing w ater several 
inches deep where drainage systems have been unable - 
to keep up with the heavy downpours."

The NWS said the southern half of Indiana was under 
a flash flood watch, and there was a chance of flooding 
in the Lafayette and Fort Wayne areas as well in 
northern Indiana. 
Showers and thunderstorms should tap er off tonight, 
the NWS said. Partly cloudy and mild conditions should 
develop Tuesday and continue toward w eek’s end. 
Highs today headed into the 60s to around 70 and 
should be in the sam e range Tuesday after lows tonight - 
around 50. The extended forecast said highs should 
range in the 506 and 60s Wednesday and the 40s and 50s 
Thursday and Friday. Lows were forecast for the 40s 
Wednesday and the 20s and 30s the following two days.

Theft and vandalism is very m uch in the news but last w eek 
Ron Cameron of the Rushville Police D epartm ent and H arry 
M oore who is now assisting the Rush County Prosecutor a s an 
investigator, gave a very enlightening talk on prevention 
No longer is it possible to leave doors unlocked or w indow s 
unlocked when you a re away from h o m e a few hours o r o v er­ 
night. E ncouragem ent of theft invites disaster. 
Ron Cameron, A ssistant Chief of 
the Rushville 
Police 
D epartm ent, gave sev eral precautions th a t should oe taken. He 
turned back to a hom e owner the responsibility for m ak in g it 
difficult for entering and stealing. 
When you are on vacation stop new spaper and mail delivery. 
Rem ove any sign of being away and if possible install a light on 
a tim er or have a neighbor turn on a lig h t from time to tim e . If 
you are away for a sh o rt time, leave the radio turned on. 
Keep basement windows locked a n d covered with a heavy 
w ire mesh If in an unlighted area, it is best to close .these 
windows off perm anently. 
T here are m any different safety lock that can be in stalled 
depending on the type door in your hom e. None however a re IOO 
percent effective. O ne of the best is a one inch dead b olt lock. 
T his is a lock that goes one inch into the door jam. If y our door 
has glass panels on either side, then choose a lock th at u se s a 
key for both the inside and outside e n tra n ce . There is also a lock 
th at has a built in pan ic lock. This needs two keys on the outside 
but from the inside a turn of the door knob releases the safety 
an d only one key is needed to open. 
The old fashioned lock and chain is still in use and v alu ab le. 
M r. Cameron sited an example of an incident that happened in 
Rushville this p ast w inter. The hom e ow ners were in F lo rid a 
and entry was gained through the garage. However, even 
though the lock into the den was jim m ied , the door w ould not 
open because of the heavy chain. T his type of thing w ill not 
alw ays prevent b u rg lary but in this c ase, it discouraged the 
thief. He decided not'to break the chain. These locks red u ce the 
tim e for the thief to en ter, steal, and m ak e a get-a-way. 
The local police a re on constant patrol...especially a t night. 
They patrol to observe any unusual activity. Mr. C am ero n 
suggested alerting the police in case you are planning to be 
aw ay. 
In case you do h av e a theft, m any of us find it difficu lt to 
rem em ber instantly all that was taken. He suggests photos of 
the room and close-up pictures of item s of value. He su g g e sts 
m arking your item s with your social security num ber. This 
m akes it possible for any police to m ak e positive identification 
and return the item s. After m arking w ith the invisible pencil 
and listing, then leav e the list with your insurance com pany and 
a second copy in your lock box at the ban k . 
In many com m unities, neighbors hav e formed th e ir own 
vigilant com m ittee. W hen an out of county license p late is ob­ 
served on a slow m oving truck, they w rite down the n u m b er. If 
th e re is unusual activ ity , a report is c alled into the police sta tio n 
or the sheriffs office. 
H arry Moore the special investigator for the Rush C ounty 
P rosecutor is a coordinator of the s ta te an d local police a n d the 
sh eriff’s office. He does pre-trial p rep ara tio n and independent 
investigation when fu rth er investigation is needed. He is on the 
payroll of the C rim in al Justice P lan n in g Commission of the 
F ed eral G overnm ent. Frank Jessup is head of the Indiana 
Division. This C om m ission has been in operation for th re e or 
four years Its purpose is tospeedup ju stice. 
Mr. Moore will interview witnesses an d see that the defen- 
dents get a fair trial. Mr. Moore has been a private in v estig ato r 
for m any years so is experienced and know s the background of 
crim e in this p a rt of Indiana. He h a s only good to say about 
ju stice in Rush C ounty and says th a t bt pfresent th ere is no 
friction between sta te and local police and the s h e riff’s 
departm ent. When the new jail is com plete his office w ill be 
located in the jail. H e will serve as an o th e r police officer on a 
full tim e basis but on the payroll of a F e d e ra l Commission.

Simple Force 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — There died in Washington 
last week a truly rebellious m an. It did not surprise 
those who followed his career th at it took two kinds of 
incurable cancer to kill Julius Hobson. 
Hobson was a m an frequently described as “angry.’ 
His obituaries quoted him as saying “I sleep m ad.” But 
Hobson’s rage was not impotent: He cursed the dark 
but also lit some impressive candles. 
Hobson, bom poor and black in Alabama, probably 
could have had an adult life of relative comfort and 
tranquility. A professional economist with a secure job 
in the federal Civil Service, he could have let others who 
had less to lose occupy thetrenches. 
But all through the 1960s, Hobson rubbed Washington’s 
nose into its own racial hypocrisy. In the sam e city 
where lawmakers and judges were telling others to end 
racial discrimination, Hobson forced the authorities and 
the public to look at the rankest segregation and 
inequality in the shadow of the Capitol and the Supreme 
Court. 
— Here was Hobson jumping into bed in an all-white 
hospital ward and refusing to leave until arrested. 
— Here was Hobson driving around white Georgetown 
with a cage of ra ts captured in the black ghetto, 
threatening to release them so everyone could “ share 
the problem.” 
— Here was Hobson following the police with a long- 
range microphone to tape examples of abuse and 
brutality. 
— Here was Hobson suing the school system to force 
the city to spend as much money on ghetto schools as it 
did on those in richer neighborhoods. 
His method was simple: Force a society that claimed 
it was based on equality and justice to confront the fact 
that it did not practice what it preached. Sometimes by 
simply embarrassing the city and sometimes by fighting 
it through long and costly law suits, Hobson got results. 
Hobson’s personality and his methods m ade few 
friends. In the mid-1960s, he w as expelled from the 
Congress of Racial Equality for refusing to embrace non­ 
violence — although that was his way. Congressmen, 
outraged by his activities and his freely professed 
Marxist economic beliefs, demanded that the Social 
Security Administration fire him. Some blacks attacked 
him for marrying a white woman. 
In the early 1970s, he was told he had cancer of the 
bone marrow. He lost five inches of height as his spinal - 
discs deteriorated. So he got into yet another unpopular 
cause — a struggle to win statehood for the D istrict of 
Columbia.

Caffeine Can Be Dangerous 
With the high cast of coffee 
today our lindy group is trying 
to find mere reasons for giving 
it ap. Has there been any report 
on the effect of codec on the 
heart? — M n . B. F., Calif. 
Dear Mrs. F.: 
Long before the cost of coffee 
became a consumer’s problem, 
physicians sad scientists have 
been 
interested 
in 
the 
relationship between caffeine 
and heart 
*. 
Widespread publicity was 
given this when a study was 
reported in the British medical 
journal Lancet Coffee was 
linked, in some cases, to 
coronary heart disease. 
Another report at about the 
same time, was released by the 
Kaiser-Permanente Center in 
California. This stated that 
“there is no independent 
association between coffee 
drinking and the first mild 
cardial infarction (heart at­ 
tack).” This same team found, 
however, that those who drank 
more than six cups of coffee a 
day were much more likely to 
smoke a great many cigarettes 
a day. It was concluded that the 
cigarettes, rather than the 
coffee, played a role in the 
cause 
of coronary 
heart 
problems. 
Then a third report, in the 
New 
England Journal 
of 
Medicine, pointed out “a 
positive association between 


coffee consumption and acute 
myocardial infarction (heart 
attack) in an analysis of 12,000 
hospital patients. As compared 
with those who drink no coffee, 
the risks of infarction (heart 
attack) among those drinking 
one to six or more cups of coffee 
a day are estimated to be in­ 
creased by 60 per cent or 
more.’’ 
This last study is the most 
comprehensive 
one 
and 
probably is the most elaborate 
effort of its kind. Despite the 
difference between the findings 
of these last two reports, it must 
be accepted that caffeine taken 
in excess is detrimental to the 
health of the heart. 
Caffeine la recognized as a 
chemical stimulant. Large 
amounts 
can 
produce 
restlessness, insomnia, 
palpitations of the heart, 
anxiety and can increase the 
hydrochloric acid secretions in 
the stomach. 
Moderation is, therefore, 
advisable.

M ary’s m iracu lo u s conception. B elo re this, 
C hrist w as only the E ternal Son, and the term 
“ C hrist” w ould really be im proper b efo re this 
m om ent, since it is given to Him as the person

By the in carn atio n we do not m ean that 
C hrist had a double personality. 
He did 
possess tw o n a tu re s—the divine an d the 
hum an—but both w ere contained in only one 
personality.

S chuyler Colfax w as th e editor-ow ner of the 
Saint Jo sep h Valley R e g ister, a fourteen y ear 
co n g ressm an , Speaker of th e United S tates 
House of R e p resen tativ es, V ice P resident of 
The 
U nited 
S tates 
d u rin g 
G ran t’s 
a d ­ 
m in is tr a tio n 
an d 
a c c o r d in g 
to 
so m e 
h isto rian s a crook. 
The fu tu re vice p resid en t w as born on 
M arch 23, 1823 in New Y ork C ity. His p atern al 
g ra n d fa th e r w as G eneral P h illip Schuyler of 
rev o lu tio n ary w ar fam e. B oth the Schuylers 
and the C olfax’s w ere New Y ork City society 
long b efo re the future H oosier cam e on the 
scene. 
Six m o n th s before his 
b irth , Schuyler 
Colfax sen io r died and a few y e a rs later his 
m other m a rrie d G eorge M. M atthew s who 
w as th re e y e a rs younger th an his new wife. 
S chuyler Colfax w as only 14 y e a rs younger 
than his ste p fa th e r and th ey rem ained good 
friends for m any years. 
M atthew s had a sto re in New York and 
before he w as 13 his son b e c a m e a clerk in the 
store due to g ran d fa th e r C olfax who insisted 
that his gran d so n “learn som eth in g useful.” 
In 1836, M atthew s m oved his fam ily w estw ard 
to South B end, Indiana and for the rem ain d er 
of his life S chuyler Colfax w as a Hoosier and 
proud of it. 
Shortly a fte r the m ove w estw ard , M atthew s 
w as elected County A uditor for Saint Joseph 
County an d appointed his stepson as his 
deputy. T his m ove began a life long passion 
for politics for young C olfax. He. like his 
ste p fath er 
w as 
a 
W hig 
an d 
when 
the 
R epublican P a rty w as fo rm ed , Colfax joined 
it. 


In 1845, C olfax in p a rtn e rsh ip w ith a friend 
A. W. W est, bought The South Bend T ribune. 
Colfax b e c a m e editor 
a n d 
renam ed the 
new spaper T he Saint Jo sep h V alley R egister. 
His m otivation for owning a n d editing his own 
paper w as political. In those d a y s new spaper 
m en had a s good a ch an ce of a c a reer in 
politics a s did law yers. In fa c t, Colfax did 
study law , but never took th e b a r exam s. 
In 1851, C olfax w as elected a m em b er of the 
Indiana C onstitutional C onvention which w as 
drafting th e present H oosier constitution. He 
also had se rv ed as clerk of th e sta te senate 
w as a correspondent for th e Indianapolis 
Jo u rn al, w ritin g on politics. 
In 1851, h e also m ade h is first bid for 
Congress from Saint Jo sep h C ounty and lost. 
He won tw o y e a rs la ter an d serv ed in the 
House of R ep resen tativ es fro m 1851 to 1869 
when he w as elected Vice P re sid en t. 
Colfax w as a congenial, lik ab le chap in 
congress. S ince he w as so frien d ly som e of his 
p o litic a l 
frie n d s 
an d 
e n e m ie s 
a lik e 
nicknam ed him “ S m iler.” T o d ay , of course, 
friendliness d o esn ’t win frien d s in politics. 
But back in those long gone d ay s it w as 
enough. F o r his 14 y ears in co n g ress, there is 
not one p iece of notable leg islatio n authored 
by S chuyler Colfax. 
T here is som e evidence th a t Colfax w as 
m ore th an ju st a friendly fellow He w anted 
pow er an d did som e fairly stu p id things to 
obtain it. In 1855, for in stan ce, he joined the 
Know N othing P arty an d w as elected a 
delegate to th e p a rty ’s n atio n al convention. 
He later claim ed he knew nothing of his 
election but historians c laim he bolted the 
Know N othings when he found out he could 
not control th e m ovem ent. 
One reaso n Colfax w as elected for so m any 
term s a s co n g ressm an from South Bend w as 
that a C h a irm an of the Post O ffice C om m ittee 


and Post R oads he w as able to d ispense m uch 
p atronage to H oosiers. 
This 
got 
him 
into som e 
co n sid erab le 
trouble. It w as proved after he w as elected 
vice p resident th at he look a $4,000 gift from 
an envelope m an u factu rer doing business 
with the g overnm ent. 
In 1860, L incoln w as elected and Colfax 
p a n te d to be P ostm aster-G eneral. B ut L in­ 
coln passed him over for an o th er H oosier 
Caleb S m ith. H ow ever, in 1863, he w as elected 
S peaker of the H ouse, m ore for long y e a rs of 
faithful se rv ice to the G.O.P. ra th e r th an for 
his ability. Colfax gloried in the title and 
p restige th at w ent w ith the job, but did little of 
the work of S peaker. 
When G ran t w as nom inated in 1868, the 
R epublicans 
w ere 
looking 
for 
a 
vice 
p re s id e n tia l 
c a n d id a te 
who 
w a s 
u n ­ 
controversial, friendly and who had alw ay s 
voted the p a rty platform . Colfax w as th eir 
m an. He w as a strong union su p p o rte r who 
fought 
ag ain st 
the 
readm ission 
of 
the 
southern sta te s to the union. He had voted for 
Andrew Jo h n so n ’s im peachm ent and he w as a 
p arty loyalist. Colfax w as nom inated on the 
fifth ballot at C hicago with 224 votes, a fte r 
beating out four o th er contenders 
It w asn ’t long before the new vice p resid en t 
of the nation w as em broiled in a full blown 
scandal. T he C redit M obber scan d al ran k s 
w ith W aterg ate and Teapot Dom e a s one of 
the natio n ’s g re a te st scandals. 
The C redit M obber Com pany w as set up as 
the financing a rm of the Union 
P acific 
R ailroad to get th e line built. It m ilked the 
Union P acific an d m ade stag g erin g profits. 
When congress th reaten ed an investigation, 
the co m pany’s officials sim ply m ad e a gift of 
C re d it M o b lie r sto c k to c o n g r e s s m a n , 
sen ato rs and anyone who would help sto p the 
investigation. T he stock w as not free, bul the 
politicians bought it at original v alue an d it 
soared 500 tim es in value in a few y e a rs. T he 
politicians also w ere allowed to pay for th eir 
holdings out of dividends, not in cash Colfax 
accepted 20 sh a re s of the stock. 
In addition to th a t problem Colfax suddenly 
decided in 1872 (a fte r announcing in 1870 that 
he w as stepping dow n from public o ffic e ) that 
he would m ak e a b e tte r president than G ran t. 
M any p a rty 
le ad ers agreed 
and 
Colfax 
doublecrossed his boss and w ent a fte r the 
nom ination. 
He 
lost 
that 
and 
the 
vice 
presidential bid a s w ell, losing out to H enry 
Wilson. If he had played it safe, he could h ave 
had the G .O .P. presidential nom ination in 
1876. 
But now his c a re e r as a politician w as over. 
He turned to the fav o rite occupation of fo rm er 
politicans in those days. He ran the lectu re 
circuit. 
He w as a popular sp e ak er 
and 
received $150 a talk. He discussed L incoln an d 
tem perance. 
In 1872, H orace G reeley died an d the 
editorship of T he New York T ribune w as up 
for grabs. Colfax w anted that job. His w ife 
hated New Y ork and refused to live th e re 
In addition, W hitlaw Reid, scooped up the 
T ribune stock from under Colfax and b ecam e 
the editor him self. Colfax retu rn ed to the 
lecture trail 
He hit the ro ad p retty hard until one cold 
m orning in M innesota He had been having 
dizzy spells and his doctor had o rdered him to 
stop his lectu res. On that Ja n u ary 13, 1885 as 
he w as sitting w aiting for a train , he died 
The body of the 17th vice president w as 
retu rn ed to South Bend w as in terred in the 
town Schuyler Colfax had com e to know and 
love.
